Our  Babies'  Wards  Report  shall  not  bcj^in  this  year 
with  the  customary  little  sermon,  but  rather  with  that 
inspiring  cry,  "Aux  armes,  citoycnncs,  aux  armes."  In 
spite  of  any  commands  laid  upon  our  country  at  large  by 
Presidents,  College  or  otherwise,  it  is  our  clearest  duty 
to  resolve  that  no  thought  should  be  entertained  even  for 
a  single  moment  of  "neutrality"  in  the  great  struggle 
which  this  year  lies  before  us  here.  No  war  can  de- 
vastate half  the  world  without  deeply  affecting  every  one 
of  us.  The  mighty  avalanche  which  without  a  second's 
warning  plunges  down  the  mountain  side  into  the  Swiss 
lake,  starts  the  great  wave  which  engulfs  the  tiny  village 
lying  peacefully  on  the  far  away  opposite  shore. 

Thankful  indeed  let  us  be  that  we  are  not  living  in  that 
fiery  war  zone  which  has  girdled  Europe,  but  never  before 
was  so  fierce  a  conflict  being  waged  in  our  home  city  as 
now,  and  never  before  was  there  such  a  vital  need  of 
recruits  to  enable  us  to  win  the  battle  against  those 
relentless  forces  of  want,  of  suffering,  of  misery,  of 
starvation  and  consequent  sin  which  are  threatening 
almost  to  overwhelm  us.  Let  us  implore  you  not  to 
stand  aside  with  any  smug  feeling  that  we  at  least  are  at 
peace  and  that  it  is  our  pleasant  duty  to  remain  so. 
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While  little  children  are  dying  around  us  by  scores,  nay, 
by  hundreds,  whose  lives  might  be  saved; — while 
thousands  are  seeking  in  vain  for  that  employment  whose 
lack  is  driving  them  into  such  frantic  excesses; — while 
families  are  being  broken  up  and  fast  going  to  destruction 
because  their  bread  winner  has  been  called  back  to  fight 
for  the  country  which  gave  him  birth ; — while  little  boys 
of  14  are  hanging  themselves  because  friendless  and  "so 
lonely"; — while  respectable  old  men  and  women  are 
quietly  dying  of  starv^ation  within  a  stone's  throw  of  our 
own  doors ; — while  the  hospitals  are  obliged  to  turn  away 
every  day  multitudes  who  have  sought  their  shelter 
only  because  the  far-reaching  effects  of  a  great  war 
thousands  of  miles  away  have  broken  up  their  own 
humble  homes;- — then  indeed  this  is  no  time  to  give 
ourselves  up  to  the  selfish  pleasures  of  a  charming 
"neutrality." 

It  is  quite  true  that  no  plea  can  be  too  strong  for  the 
help  that  we  should  send  to  our  ver^'  utmost — and  even 
beyond — for  the  millions  who  are  suffering  and  dying  on 
the  other  side  of  the  broad  ocean,  but  never  too  far  away 
for  their  pitiful  cry  to  reach  our  ears,  but  we  have  in  no 
sense  done  our  duty  if  we  stop  with  this.  Recruits  for 
our  own  great  battle  are  needed  now  as  sorely  here  as 
there,  and  we  would  call  upon  every  one  of  you  who 
possibly  can  to  join  the  ranks  depleted  as  they  are  by  the 
loss  of  many  valuable  workers  in  all  directions.  And 
while  the  first  need  in  every  battle  is  to  fill  up  the  lessen- 
ing ranks  with  trained  soldiers,  whose  courage,  per- 
sistence and  brave  self-sacrifice  shall  help  to  win  the  day, 
back  of  these  must  be  gathering  that  great  body  of 
"reserves"  who  are  learning  how  to  fill  to-morrow  the 
place  of  those  who,  wounded  to-day,  must  lie  by  for  re- 
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pairs.  While  back  of  all  must  be  the  wiling,  the  glad 
support  of  the  great  public  at  large,  who  shall  furnish  the 
sinews  of  war,  the  supplies,  the  ammunition  without 
which  the  most  intelligent  plan  of  battle  is  in  vain. 

Wc  are  standing  now  where  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  do 
the  duties  to  which  we  are  called  without  real,  without 
great  sacrifice.  The  help  we  must  give  to  stricken 
Europe  is  greater  by  far  than  the  mere  knitting  of  a  gray 
muffier  in  an  idle  hour,  and  the  help  for  which  our  own 
stricken  city  is  calling  cannot  be  furnished  by  a  half- 
hour's  attendance  at  an  occasional  meeting,  but  only 
through  the  sacrifice  of  our  thoughts,  our  time,  our  money. 
The  question  now  is  not  "What  can  I  really  spare  to  help 
the  suffering,  the  dying?  But  what  proportion  of  my 
time,  my  heart  and  my  substance  shall  I  share  with 
them?"  Is  it  too  much  to  say  "At  least  as  much  as  I 
spend  this  year  for  myself  I  will  use  for  others  less 
fortunate. 

Year  after  year  we  try  to  give  you  a  little  glimpse  of 
the  work  of  the  Babies'  Wards  with  its  ever  widening 
needs  and  possibilities.  To  grasp  its  full  scope  we  should 
have  the  time  and  patience  really  to  study  the  pathetic 
history  of  every  tiny  sufferer  who  pale  and  emaciated, 
but  uncomplain'ng,  smiling  even  in  the  grasp  of  pitiful 
pain,  looks  up  to  us  with  pleading  eyes  as  we  pass  through 
the  Wards.  At  least,  however,  we  may  glance  at  a  half 
dozen  cases  taken  from  the  note-book  of  our  faithful 
Head  Nurse. 

"Edgar  Z.,  age  22  months,  child  of  healthy  parents,  was 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  in  August.  Child  had  been 
sick  with  pneumonia  for  three  weeks  prior  to  admission, 
which  was  followed  by  empyema,  a  complication  of 
pneumonia.  His  condition  was  very  poor,  an  operation 
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was  necessary  and  a  large  quantity  of  pus  was  removed 
from  the  right  pleioral  cavity.  Following  the  operation 
the  patient  did  very  well  for  about  two  weeks,  when  his 
condition  began  to  become  alarming  and  finally  reached 
a  state  that  constant  stimulation  was  necessary  to  keep 
the  child  alive.  After  a  long  period  the  patient  began  to 
react  against  the  disease,  but.it  was  evident  that  the 
infection  was  chronic  and  that  the  child  would  never 
overcome  it  under  ordinary  treatment.  On  October 
20th,  the  patient  was  given  about  half  a  pint  of  his 
mother's  blood  by  way  of  a  vein.  Recovery  then  pro- 
gressed more  rapidly,  so  that  in  a  few  days  the  patient 
was  about  the  Ward  and  soon  ready  to  go  home.  Through 
the  kindness  of  one  of  the  friends  of  the  Babies'  Wards 
this  child  was  fitted  out  with  a  complete  new  wardrobe 
before  going  home. 

"Alfred  M.,  four  years  old,  an  onty  child  of  Itahan 
parents,  had  been  sick  for  a  long  time.  The  parents  had 
noticed  that  he  was  becoming  more  and  more  anemic 
and  that  his  abdomen  was  slowly  growing  larger.  When 
he  came  to  the  hospital  it  was  found  that  he  sufTcred 
from  Splenomcgalic  Anaemia,  a  rare  disease  which 
nearly  always  has  ended  in  death.  His  anemia  was  so 
severe  that  a  blood  transfusion  was  done  at  once,  blood 
from  the  father  being  given  to  the  child.  This  was 
repeated  at  various  times  during  four  months ;  but  while 
the  transfusion  caused  a  marked  temporary  improvement 
th's  was  not  permanent.  However,  at  the  end  of  six 
months  his  condition  was  sufficiently  good  to  warrant  an 
operation,  which  consisted  in  the  removal  of  an  enor- 
mously enlarged  spleen.  Two  weeks  after  the  opera- 
tion he  was  sent  to  the  countrj'.  He  has  steadily  im- 
proved; and  at  the  present  time  there  is  every  promise 
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of  a  normal  healthy  boyhood  before  him  to  contrast  with 
his  many  previous  months  of  illness. 

"John  K.,  age  two  years,  and  his  brother,  age  one, 
children  of  a  widowed  mother,  came  to  us  in  August. 
Both  ill  with  enteritis.  The  weather  was  hot  and  each 
day  hotter  than  the  previous  one,  but  John  in  his  little 
crib  made  a  desperate  fight  not  thinking  of  the  winning 
or  losing.  He  probably  would  have  lost  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  nurses  who  made  John  their  personal  care. 
His  small  brother  had  lost  the  fight  and  it  did  not  seem 
right  that  the  mother  should  lose  John,  her  only  remain- 
ing baby,  and  he  won.  The  cure  was  completed  at  the 
Speedwell  Society  at  Morristown,  and  John  returned  to 
a  happy  mother." 

"Edward  M.,  a  boy  of  seven  years,  came  to  the  hos]jital 
carried  in  his  father's  arms  like  a  baby,  for  he  only 
weighed  24  pounds.  He  was  not  able  to  walk  and  did 
not  have  the  appearance  of  being  very  bright,  though  he 
would  sing  in  a  curiously  cracked  voice.  The  child 
seemed  to  be  starved.  He  evidently  recognized  kindness, 
for  he  immediately  responded  to  the  care  and  attention 
which  the  nurses  gave  to  him.  He  has  been  in  the 
hospital  for  many  weeks  slowly  but  surely  improving, 
both  physicially  and  mentally.  It  was  a  good  day  when 
he  sat  up  at  the  ward  table  with  the  other  children,  but  a 
still  better  one  when  he  ventured  to  use  his  legs  for 
walking.  At  the  present  time  he  is  interested  in  his  play 
and  the  other  children  and  has  a  smile  for  every  one." 

"Florence  5.,  of  Jewish  parents,  age  one  year,  was  one 
of  the  scores  of  severe  pneumonia  cases,  where  the  child 
would  have  died  except  for  the  Wards.  She  had  been 
sick  at  home  a  week  and  came  to  us  May  21st ;  for  several 
days  she  was  barely  kept  alive  by  the  almost  continuous 
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use  of  oxygen  and  devoted  nursing.  She  had  developed 
Empyema,  a  complication  of  Pneumonia,  and  was 
operated  on,  and  another  struggle  for  life  ensued,  and  she 
won.  On  July  12th  she  was  sent  to  The  Convalescent 
Babies'  Home,  at  Sea  Cliff,  and  after  two  months  was 
returned  to  her  mother  a  well  baby." 

The  Social  Service  Committee  continued  last  year  their 
liberal  gift  for  the  salary  of  our  Visiting  Nurse,  Miss 
Lister,  part  of  whose  annual  Report  follows:  "The 
total  number  of  visits  during  the  3'ear  were  1,965.  It  is 
interesting  to  think  of  the  lower  East  Side,  the  district 
from  which  the  majority  of  our  little  patients  come,  as  a 
large  out-door  hospital  and  of  the  mothers  as  nurses  in 
training,  some  interested  and  anxious  to  learn,  others 
deplorably  apathetic.  In  most  instances  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  the  real  interest  shown,  not  only  at  the  time  of 
the  child's  convalescence  but  weeks  and  even  months 
afterwards,  when  it  is  often  found  that  practical  use  is 
still  being  made  of  the  knowledge  gained  through  the 
Babies'  Wards.  At  present  the  number  of  families 
where  the  wage-earner  is  unemployed  is  appalling.  "Can 
you  not  find  us  work  in  the  Hospital  or  somewhere''"  is 
the  cry  so  often  heard.  In  the  home  of  the  C.  family, 
the  results  of  non-employment  were  painfully  apparent. 
Parents  and  four  children  lived  in  two  barely  furnished 
rooms,  everything  pawnable  having  been  disposed  of  to 
buy  food  for  the  mother  and  two  anaemic  little  girls. 
Baby  Frank  was  at  the  Babies'  Wards  with  empyema, 
while  both  baby  and  mother  had  a  tubercular  tendency. 
The  father,  a  cabinet  maker,  holding  excellent  references, 
had  been  unable  to  secure  work  for  six  months.  His 
former  position  had  been  lost  through  illness  and  he  had 
come  to  a  state  of  almost  complete  discouragement. 
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After  considerable  delay  work  was  secured  for  him 
through  a  Free  Employment  Agency.  In  the  meantime, 
nourishing  food  and  necessary  clothing  had  to  be  secured 
for  the  mother  and  children  while  country  air  was  sadly 
needed  for  all.  Relief  of  this  sort  is  made  possible  by 
funds  generously  supplied  by  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee. Thanks  are  also  due  them  for  money  received 
for  Fresh  Air  work;  upwards  of  forty  families  were  sent 
on  day  trips  during  the  hot  season." 

By  far  the  most  important  improvement  in  the  work 
of  the  Babies'  Wards  during  the  past  year  has  been  the 
entire  re-organization  of  the  Department  of  Examination 
and  Admission  of  Patients.  Formerly  this  was  under 
the  charge  of  a  constantly  changing  house  doctor,  who 
sometimes  served  only  for  a  fortnight  and  having  many 
other  duties  had  neither  the  time  nor  the  experience 
absolutely  necessary  in  so  vital  a  matter.  Then  thedanger 
of  carrying  infection  from  the  Dispensary  into  the  Wards 
was  very  great,  as  our  nurses  were  sent  down  there  often 
many  times  a  day  to  bathe  newly-admitted  children,  to 
see  the  mother,  etc.  The  subject  had  again  and  again 
been  brought  up  by  our  Committee  until  last  winter, 
through  the  interest  and  intelligent  liberality  of  one  of 
the  Post-Graduate  Directors — to  whom  are  due  the 
thanks  of  every  friend  of  the  Babies'  Wards — the  salary 
of  a  permanent  examining  physician  for  the  children  was 
provided,  and  a  most  valuable  young  Doctor  secured. 
He  gives  his  whole  time  to  this  work,  studying  it  in  all  its 
connections,  investigating  methods  of  other  Institutions, 
etc. 

Otu-  Ladies  Auxiliary  undertook  to  raise  the  salary  of 
and  provide  a  competent  graduate  nurse  to  work  in  con- 
nection with  him,  and  the  results  have  been  most  im- 
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portant  and  cncouragiiifj;.  As  a  special  report  of  this 
work  will  be  given,  we  only  will  add  here  that  contagion 
in  the  Babies'  Wards  has  diminished  more  than  one-half 
during  the  past  year. 

Our  warm  gratitude  is  due  the  Country  Home  for 
Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Clif?,  which  during  the  past 
season  gave  admirable  care  to  so  many  of  our  little  cotn 
valescents,  68  in  number.  Also  to  the  Speedwell  Sociey,- 
which  again  took  many  of  our  tiniest  ones  too  young  and 
often  in  too  serious  a  condition  to  be  accepted  by  any 
other  home.  By  placing  them  out  in  families  at  Morris- 
town,  under  the  supervision  of  a  trained  nurse,  many 
young  lives  have  been  saved.  The  help  given  by  the 
Babies'  Wards  Guild  by  the  Junior  Auxiliary,  and  by  the 
Social  Service  Committee,  reports  of  which  follow,  has 
been  really  inestimable.  We  must  also  add  our  hearty 
thanks  to  the  countless  Associations  and  individual 
workers  in  New  York  and  throughout  the  country,  whose 
generous  efforts  have  furnished  so  many  of  the  innumer- 
able articles  needed  each  year  in  a  Babies'  Hospital,  while 
back  of  all  these  and  underlying  them  all,  deep  grati- 
tude is  due  to  the  many  generous  friends  upon  whose 
pecuniary  gifts  the  very  existence  of  the  Wards  has 
rested. 

The  ^•ital  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  at  present  are : 
1st.  More  supported  beds  by  the  gift  of  $200  annually, 
which  allows  the  privilege  of  naming  the  crib  and  having 
an  inscribed  shield  on  it  either  as  a  Memorial  or  other- 
wise. The  support  of  several  of  the  cribs  has  been 
necessarily  given  up  recently,  and  we  are  most  anxious 
for  the  gift  of  six  new  ones.  Surel}''  there  are  few  ways 
in  which  $200  each  year  could  do  more  good  than  in 
12 
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alleviating  the  sufferings,  in  saving  the  lives  of  so  many 
little  ones. 

2nd.  An  increased  number  of  annual  subscriptions  and 
special  donations,  large  and  small.  On  these  depend  tlie 
salaries  of  our  head  nurse  and  assistant,  the  provision  of 
an  occasional  wet  nurse,  the  new  examining  room  nurse, 
all  extra  help  at  times  when  the  Wards  are  over-crowded, 
and  the  supply  of  medical  and  surgical  appliances  in 
emergencies.  As  gifts  even  of  small  sums  are  gratefully 
received,  this  way  of  helping  sick  children  is  within  reach 
of  all. 

3rd.  Gifts  of  clothing,  new  and  old.  Over  4,000 
garments  are  literally  used  up  each  year,  and  we  would 
most  earnestly  beg  that  sewing  classes,  schools,  societies 
and  individuals,  not  only  in  this  city,  but  also  throughout 
the  country,  would  remember  this  most  pressing  need. 
Full  particulars  are  given  in  appendix  following.  Gifts 
of  toys,  especially  dolls  and  rattles,  of  fruit  and  home- 
made jellies  are  greatly  needed,  as  well  as  the  personal 
help  of  those  willing  to  give  even  a  small  portion  of  their 
time.  An  especial  appeal  is  made  to  churches,  Sunday 
schools  and  individuals  to  give  an  hour  Sunday  after- 
noon to  the  singing  of  hymns,  lullabies,  etc.,  in  the  Wards. 
This  would  give  very  great  pleasure  to  the  little  ones. 
Any  willing  to  help  in  this  way  will  please  apply  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Ladies'  Committee  and  dates  will  be 
assigned  them. 

Subscriptions  and  donations  should  be  drawn  to  the 
order  of  Mary  Hartwell,  Treasurer  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
for  the  Babies'  Wards,  27  East  63rd  Street,  New  York. 
Checks  for  supported  beds  should  be  drawn  to  the  order 
of  Mary  Hartwell,  Treasurer,  but  sent  to  Miss  Chauncy, 
Secretary  of  Committee  on  Supported  Beds,  563  Park 
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Avenue,  New  York  City,  who  has  charge  of  all  corres- 
pondence relating  to  supported  beds  and  who  will  at 
once  return  a  letter  of  acknowledgement. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  during  "war  times"  no 
personal  "anniversaries"  should  be  celebrated,  but  at 
least  we  may  recall  the  fact  that,  were  these  days  peace- 
ful ones,  we  might  well  have  been  celebrating  a  Silver 
Wedding.  25  years  ago,  almost  to  this  very  day,  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  for  the  Babies'  Wards  was  organized 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Rice,  then  Secretary  to  the 
Post-Graduate  Board.  The  little  Committee  of  5 
women,  3  of  whom  are  still  "holding  on,"  found  the 
Babies'  Wards  occupying  a  single  floor  of  a  small  house 
next  the  old  Post-Graduate  building,  with  10  babies,  3 
nurses,  a  half  dozen  frocks  and  19  sheets,  not  a  cent  in  the 
treasury  or  even  a  treasury  to  put  one  in  and  not  much 
else  except  lots  of -debts. 

It  has  taken  the  hard  work  of  many,  many  helpers,  of 
doctors  and  nurses,  of  Committees  of  women  and  young 
girls,  and  of  countless  friends  near  and  far  to  bring  the 
Wards  where  they  now  stand,  not  yet  ideal  it  is  true,  but 
at  least  in  sight  of  the  goal  for  which  we  are  striving. 
During  these  years  the  Wards  have  cared  for  over  26,000 
sick  babies  and  young  children,  and  nearly  half  a  million 
dollars  has  been  raised  for  their  support  and  equipment. 
With  a  hundred  other  imperative  calls  upon  us  just  now, 
to  undertake  the  care  of  1,600  patients  during  the  coming 
year  in  the  best  way  possible,  involves  a  score  of  problems 
for  us  all.  It  is  no  easy  task  to  which  we  are  calling  you, 
but  one  which  will  need  our  patience,  our  courage,  our 
self-sacrifice.  To  do  our  duty  to  all  just  now  must 
mean — working  to  the  extent  of  our  strength  and  ability 
— and  beyond;  giving  to  the  limit  of  our  means — and

beyond;  loving  these  little  neighbors  of  ours,  poor,  friend- 
less, suffering,  perhaps  dying  babies  as  ourselves — and 
beyond.    Yet  for  whom  do  we  work  ? 

"For  those  who  battling  through  this  life 
In  anguish  steeped,  with  evil  rife, 
Faint  with  the  unremitting  strife. 

Dear  for  the  sorrow  they  endure. 
And  dear  to  pitying  GOD  most  sure. 
Who  makes  His  own  by  all  means  pure. 

Glory  to  God,  to  God  he  saith, 
Knowledge  by  suffering  entercth. 
And  Life  is  perfected  by  Death."

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REPORT  OF  CLOTHING  COMMITTEE 

During  the  year  1914  we  have  expended  $364.60  for 
stockings,  shoes,  underwear  and  materials  for  garments 
which  are  made  for  us  free  of  other  cost  by  Christ 
Church — $102  of  this  amount  was  expended  for  parents' 
mushn  gowns,  considered  necessary  by  the  Board  of 
-Managers,-  and  $3.50  for  the  cutting  and  washing  of 
cotton  squares.  Mrs.  Clarkson  aided  us  very  much  by 
having  our  flannel  made  into  the  little  shawls  bound 
with  ribbon  used  for  infants,  also  our  nainsook  made 
into  infants'  slips.  We  have  received  many  generous 
contributions  which  are  entered  in  the  general  Contribu- 
tion Book  of  the  Wards,  and  for  which  we  are  most 
grateful.  Owing  to  the  present  hard  times,  prevailing 
apparently  with  nearly  every  one.  it  has  been  decided 
not  to  issue  our  usual  subscription  notices  imtil  another 
year,  and  so  we  must  use  our  Clothing  Fund  balance 
very  carefully.  Included  in  this  expenditure  of  $364.60 
are  8  dozen  rompers  and  1,500  diapers.

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts,  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  musHn,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  1  yard  by  1|  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting;  button-holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with  pink 
or  blue  washing  crewel.

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering  from 
pneumonia. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSION 
AND  EXAMINING  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  jNlay  meeting  of  the  Habies'  Wards  Auxiliary 
it  was  voted  that  we  employ  a  nurse  to  work  in  con- 
junction with  a  Doctor  supplied  I)y  Mr.  Tod  for  Admis- 
sion Department  for  children,  to  try  to  prevent  contagious 
diseases  being  admitted  to  our  Wards.  I-"or  six  months 
Dr.  Sullivan  and  a  nurse  have  been  constantly  on  duty 
in  Room  7  and  the  result  has  been  most  gratifying. 
Measles  is  our  most  dreaded  disease,  as  the  quarantine 
is  so  long  and  it  is  fearfully  contagious.  Not  a  single 
case  has  been  admitted  to  the  Wards  since  June  ist. 
There  have  been  72  cases  of  contagious  diseases  diagno--ed 
by  Dr.  Sullivan  since  June  ist;  he  sees  about  600  cases 
a  month  in  our  room  and  the  Children's  Clinic.  He  is 
in  the  Admission  Department  practically  all  day,  and  so 
very  ill  children  are  saved  from  many  hours'  waiting  for 
clinic  which  was  formerly  the  case. 

Sometimes  cases  eventually  diagnosed  as  contagious 
had  been  waiting  two  or  three  hours,  and  so  every  child 
in  the  basement  and  clinic  rooms  had  been  exposed.  This 
no  longer  can  happen.  The  moment  a  child  is  brought 
to  Room  7  it  is  examined  and  its  case  diagnosed;  it  is 
disinfected  and  washed  by  our  nurse  and  she  notifies 
the  Head  Nurse  of  the  Babies'  Wards  who  sends  for  it. 
The  Ward  nurses  no  longer  have  to  touch  the  unbathed 
children  and  so  another  source  of  infection  is  cut  of¥. 

The  Attending  Physicians  are  enthusiastic  in  their 
praise  of  both  Dr.  Sullivan  and  the  nurse,  and  feel  that 
they  are  a  very  essential  part  of  the  Babies'  Wards.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 
COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  has  paid  the  salary  of  the  district  nurse 
for  the  past  year,  and  has  endeavored  to  help  through 
her  certain  of  the  most  needy  children  who  have  been 
returned  to  their  homes.  Three  beds  have  been  supported. 
The  usual  tree  with  a  present  for  each  child  and  candy 
for  both  children  and  nurses  was  given  at  Christmas, 
and  was  particularly  successful  owing  to  the  efiforts  of 
Mrs.  Henry  Ives  Cobb  Jr.  Flowers,  plants  and  candy 
were  provided  at  Easter  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mar- 
garet Steward.  The  children  were  taken  on  many  drives 
during  the  summer,  the  money  for  this  purpose  being 
raised  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  M;ss  Helen  Rives. 
Flowers  were  sent  weekly,  being  arranged  for  i)y  Miss 
Rutii  King.  Ice-cream  and  cakes  were  supplied  on  the 
various  holidays,  and  we  have  tried  to  keep  the  toy- 
closet  well  filled.  Day  trips  in  the  country  were  given  to 
78  children  and  35  mothers. 

We  hope  that  visiting  the  Wards  will  be  carried  on 
more  faithfully  than  ever  as  several  girls  from  both 
Miss  Marshall's  and  ]\Iiss  Chapin's  schools  have  become 
interested  in  our  work. 

By  a  performance  of  Pavlova  and  her  company  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  House,  enough  money  was  raised 
to  enable  us  to  carry  on  our  work  for  the  en-suing  year.

JUNIOR  AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

1914-1915 

Another  year  finds  many  changes  to  be  recorded  in  tlie 
work  of  the  Junior  League.  A  number  of  our  members 
have  moved  out  of  town.  The  work  of  the  Fair  which 
was  necessary  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out  our 
original  plans,  fell  on  a  steadily  diminishing  group  of 
workers,  and  the  amount  raised  each  year  was  less  than 
in  the  year  preceding.  It  was  consequently  decided  to 
call  a  special  meeting  in  January  to  decide  whether  we 
should  cease  to  exist  as  an  organization  or  try  in  some 
other,  and  perhaps  smaller,  way  to  show  our  great  in- 
terest in  the  Wards  for  which  we  have  worked  for  so 
many  years.  After  much  deliberation,  it  was  decided  to 
reduce  the  number  of  our  meetings  to  three,  in  Novem- 
ber, January  and  March ;  to  give  up  one  of  our  beds  in 
the  Wards ;  and  to  pay  for  our  League  bed  by  changing 
the  amount  of  our  dues,  formerly  Five  Dollars,  so  that 
there  should  be  three  classes  of  Members :  one  paying 
Twenty-five  Dollars,  another  Ten  Dollars,  and  the  third 
Five  Dollars.  I  think  that  I  should  say  in  this  connection 
that,  in  addition  to  the  League,  bed,  three  other  beds  are 
supported  by  individual  members  of  the  League.  We 
would  also  continue  to  be  responsible  for  the  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  dinners. 

During  the  remainder  of  1914.  we  were  able  to  carry 
on  our  usual  work.  The  Babies  had  their  weekly  treat 
of  ice-cream,  a  barrel  of  apple  jelly  kept  the  cupboards 
well  filled,  and  the  toy-boxes  were  kept  in  order  and  sup- 
plied with  fresh  toys.  Christmas  stockings  were  hung 
on  cribs  and  beds  on  Christmas  morning,  and  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  dinners  were  supplied.  Through 
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one  of  our  members,  one  hundred  garments  were  received 
from  the  Needlework  Guild. 

I  will  close  my  Report  with  a  plea  for  home-made 
jams  and  jellies  and  new  or  half-worn  toys.  Little 
mouths  are  ever  hungry  for  simple  sweets,  and  littk 
hands  are  always  reaching  out  for  something  to  play  with.
